Results in using 2-4D 

We were fortunate enough to have a dozen veterans op- 
erating jeep spraying outfits this season. All preliminary 
work as to rate of spraying etc. had already been done. We 
applied 50% 2-4D at the rate of 20 lbs. to the acre on/one acre 
and 50% 2-4D at the rate of 30 lbs. to the acre on one acre. 
_ Both of these spraying gave good control of weeds other 
than the grasses. In another planting we progressively in- 
creased the strength and sprayed only in the row, AFTER 
planting. Our control of amount used however had to be by 
guess as we had no timed sprayer for this row work. We found. 
no harm to the bulbs in growing, blooming, nor after harvest. 
However strong concentrations prevented not only weed seeds, 
grass seeds etc. from sprouting but completely killed all 
bulblets. If this winter does not bring out definite tests along 
this line on large quantities of bulbs, we will equip ourselves 
with a row sprayer with speed control so that we can give 
what promises to be very useful information. 


-~ The past season we saw several type bulb washers shown 
and want to show our simple washer. Set the motor on the 
ground, increase the size of your wash machine pulley, and 
let the water run in as fast as it runs out. Of course screen- 
ing the drain. There are many old type wash machines ideal 
for this work. 

We have at times been told that bulbs take nothing but 
a little nitrogen from the soil, and have almost become con- 
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vinced that this is a sort of perpetual motion business. We 
still believe soil should be tested. The accompanying illustra- 
tion shows one method of testing soil. Probably not entirely 
reliable. 





BULBLETS 
After a rest of a number of years, we again made several 
tests dipping bulblets. Bulblets were screened for uniformed 
size and one level coffee can of each planted. The weight of 
bulbs and bulblets harvested follows: in pounds:

All bulbs harvested were healthy. A wet fall might have 
shown considerable disease in some or all of these. We draw 
no conclusions from the above tests. 


There have been many recommendations to hold bulblets 
over for a year for better germination. Our check with this 
definitely shows better germination but a tremendous loss 
in harvest at the end of two years to those held over. This 
from an even start of one quart of each, one held over one 
year, and one planted the first year. 


Growers who are able to store their bulblets in a separate 
room from bulbs could very well use Calcium Chloride to 
keep the storage room dry and improve germination. 


Sending to the Trial Garden 


If you have seedlings or new varieties you would like to 
send here for trial, they will be welcom& Bulbs and increase 
still remain your property. In justice to the garden and your 
bulbs, you should send more than one bulb. We would 
appreciate word from you as to whether you wish them 
planted on old or new soil. We have been using an old plot, 
and unless your creation can take it, the results may not be ~ 
up to what you would hope. Your increase in year after year 
soil, even though built up, is never what it will be on new 
soil, BUT, you do know you have something resistent to 
disease, or a right to a reasonable assumption at least. 


We have available, two acres of new soil in which we also 
intend to plant and here the conditions will be normal. Your 
bulbs in neither garden will be babyed. 


Many of our old friends, who sent to the garden in the 
past, no longer send to us. We miss you. In most instances the 
seedlings you thought were wonderful and failed to pass, final- 
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ly failed to pass your own rigid tests. You should bear no ill 
will because we failed to pass these. There of course were 
some failing to pass, which did go out and make a name for 
themselves, and there are also some which we passed and 
which failed miserably when they got out in the world. For 
these we are sorry. Checking our books on these, shows almost 
100% that but one or two bulbs were sent to us and from this 
we had to make our decision. In addition to our missing you, 
many arrive to the conclusion that you have stopped sending 
for some good and sufficient reason, having to do withsome 
failure of ours. Others conclude that you have sent and write 
to ask us why certain items are not included in our report, 
when reported well. elsewhere. To these we have to reply, no 
got. Send your bulbs along. NO CHARGE. 


If you have read this far, will you please continue a little 
farther. The last page in this report carries a little word about 
prices and also about prices of various kinds of merchandise 
you might want for your home etc. We do mean it when we 
tell you we can be of more than service to you. 


The figures in the following pages, preceeding the variety 
name or number, are the number of years the variety has been 
in the garden and been approved. Other figures are self ex- 
planatory. Nothing has been passed unless its facing and 
spacing were good. Good color. Good texture, and all the things 
that go to make up a good spike. We tried to keep away from 
the stiff score card method. We know you will feel like Prof. 
Palmer, that we are apt to get away from pom and individ- 
uality if we are not careful.
